LUSAKA, April 3 (R). — Rhod- 
esian forces with jet planes and 
helicopters have launched their 
second tug incursion into Zam- 
bia in a month, apparently ra- 
iding nationalist guerrilla cam- 
ps, diplomatic sources said to- 
day. 

The raid took place last we- 
ekend at the southern end of 
Lake Kariba -- part of tbe 
720 kms. -border between Rh- 
odesia and Zambia, which pro- 
vides facilities for the guerril- 
las erf Mr, Joshua Nkomo’s 
ZAPU (Zimbabwe African Pe- 
oples Union). 

Medical sources said 40 gue- 
rrillas had been injured in the 
raid. Western - intelligence so- 
urces said.. there were .uncon- 
firmed reports that the death 
toll was higher. 

The raid appeared to be pa- 
rt of a strategy to protect the 
so-called internal settlement 
between Rhodesian whites- and 
black moderates against disru- 
ption by guerrillas. 

Witnesses said jet warplan- 
es spearheaded the attack, fol- 
lowed by helicopters south of 
Zlnazongwe on the northern 
bank of Lake Kariba. Firing 
was heard some 32 to 48 kms. 
inside Zambia, they said. 

' Earlier last month, Z a mb ia 


announced a major incursion by 
the Rhodesians in the Feira ar- 
ea 210 kms. south-east of Lu- 
saka. But there has been no 
announcement concerning the 
latest raid and Zambia has con- 
sistently denied that Rhodesian 
raids are aimed at guerrilla ca- 
mps. 

Since last October, the Rh- 
odesians are believed to have 
mounted at least five major in- 
cursions into Zambia, which is 
one of the "frontline” African 
states supporting the Zambian 
and Mozambique based nation- 
alist forces. Angola, Botswana, 
Mozambique and Tanzania are 
the others. 

Mr. Nkomo's Soviet-armed 
and, ih part. Cuban-trained ZA- 
PU army has formed the Patri- 
otic Front alliance with the 
Mozambique-based ZANU (Zi- 
mbabwe African National Uni- 
on) forces of Mr. Robert Mu- 
gabe. 

The patriotic front, suppor- 
ted by the frontline states, re- 
jects the internal settlement as 
a sell-out and has threatened 
Intensified war to counter it. 

It was not immediately dear 
how long the Rhodesians sta- 
yed in Zambia, but one diploma- 
tic source said they crossed the 
lake three times in an operation 
lasting most of last weekend. 


Cabinet holds special 
session under King on 
eve of Badran’s visit 
to Libyan Jamahiriyah 

AMMAN, April 3 (Agencies) — The Jordanian cabinet^chaired 
in a special session by His Majesty King Husse in, started to- 
day preparing a detailed plan for greater Arab cooperation. 
The plan will be submitted to the proposed Arab summit cal- 
led by Jordan, Sudan and North Yemen to promote increased 
Arab unity. 

The plan will suggest ways of improving Arab coopera- 
tion in the fields of diplomacy, information and economy, and 
would suggest means of supporting the inhabitants of the oc- 
cupied Arab territories. 

During the three-hour session, the King reviewed the pre- 
sent Arab situation, tbe critical conditions in which the area 
is now passing and the urgent responsibilities which should 
be borne by the Arab countries to defend their rights, secu- 
rity and national integrity. 

His Majesty made an analysis of potentials of Arab str- 
ength, means of promoting Arab solidarity and utilisation of 
Arab capabilities in the service of future Arab destiny. King 
Hussein called for speedy movement to restore Arab solidarity 
and cooperation to work out a comprehensive plan to face up 
with the immin ent threats. 

Meeting with Badran 

Before chairing the cabinet session the King held a me- 
eting with Prime Minister Mudar Badran, Chief of the Royal 
Hashemite Court Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf. and Commander- 
in-Chief of the Armed Forces Lt.-Gen. Zeid Ibn Shaker. 

Mr. Badran will pay a three-day official visit to the Li- 
byan Jamahiriyah starting Tuesday. 

The visit, at the invitation of the first secretary of the 
General People's Committee, Abdel Ati Ai Abeidi, will be the 
first by a Jordanian Prime Minister since Col. Qadhafi took 
power in 1969. 

Mr. Badran's talks with Mr. Abeidi and other officials 
are expected to cover bilateral relations and the current Arab 
situation. He will be accompanied by the Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Hassan Ibrahim, and his press adviser, Mr. 
Haitham Q us so us. 

A Royal Decree was issued today appointing Minister of 
Education Dr. Abdul SaJam Al Majali as Acting Prime Minis- 
ter during Mr. Badran’s visit to the Libyan Jamahiriyah.

Israeli demonstrators 
ask for moderation 


TEL AVIV, April 3 (R). — Th- 
ousands of Israelis gathered in 
Tel Aviv’s main square over the 
weekend and called on Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin to 
moderate his policy for Middle 
East peace. 

Some 45,000 people particip- 
ated in the demonstration 
according to police estimates 
-- which was held under the 
slogan : “Peace is preferable 
to an enlarged Israel”.

Bank. 

The demonstration was orga- 
nised by 300 reservist officers 
who a month ago sent a letter 
to the prime minister and ur- 
ged him to make more conce- 
ssions in his peace plan. 

One of the officers address- 
ed the gathering and said : 
"We are prepared to follow you 
and support you in risks that 
you take for the cause of peace 
but not to support Jewish set- 
tlements in occupied Arab la- 
nds". 

The two issues of Israeli set- 
tlements on occupied Arab la- 
nd and the extent of concess- 
ions Israel was willing to ma- 
ke in return for peace have 
been listed by Egyptian leaders 
as the main stumbling blocks in 
negotiations between the two 
countries. 

Arabs demonstrate too 

Meanwhile Arab pupils, pro- 
testing against Israel's invasion 
of southern Lebanon, demonst- 
rated at several schools in the 
occupied West Bank on Sunday, 
police said. 

The demonstrators were dis- 
persed by security forces and 
five people were detained. 

Students in Nablus built ro- 
ck barricaded in the main str- 
eet near their school. They we- 
re forced back by police who 
took down the barriers. 

High school students milled 
through the town of Jenin,- -sh- 
outing slogans against tb^ ' Is- 
raeli incursion. They also sho- 
uted supoort for Yasser Arafat, 
the head of the Palestine Libe- 
ration Organisation (PLO).

Norwegian troops take up positions 
on controversial S. Lebanon bridge 


KHARDAL1 BRIDGE, Israeli-Oc- 
cupied Lebanon, April 3 (AP). 
— Norwegian soldiers of the 
UJf. peacekeeping force in Le- 
banon, in their first night a t 
this strategic bridge, heard bu- 
llets high over their heads and 
felt some of the tension of the 
Lebanese conflict 

“We discovered a mine this 
morning,” said Lt. JStein Rive- 
lsrod today as most of his 40 
men filled sandbags to fortify 
their positions. 

His platoon is part of a 700- 
man force dispatched from No- 
rway. Some of the soldiers -we- 
re still arriving in Israel today 
and many were camped near 
Tel Aviv's Ben-Gurion airport. 
The lieutenant's platoon took 
over from a Swedish force wh- 
ich moved in last week to es- 
tablish the U.N. president at 
this bridge over the Litani ri- 
ver, two miles west of Marje- 
youn in southeastern Lebanon. 

A mine explosion killed one 
Swede and injured another du- 
ring their week at the Khardali 
bridge. The mine the Norwegi- 
ans found was on the same tr- 
ail and just a tew dozen yards 
from the wreck of the Swe- 
des’ jeep. 

*T hope there isn't any sho- 
oting at us,” said one young 
soldier peering through binocu- 
lars at the ridge line leading 
to the Palestinian stronehold of 
Beaufort castle, some 200 met- 
res above the bridge. 

During the night, Palestini- 
ans In the ancient castle had 
fired heavy machine guns to- 


ward the village of Deir Mim- 
as just south of here, and the 
Norwegians, while well out of 
danger, kept their heads down 
as the heavy rounds snapped 
and whined above them. 

Rivelsrod said no one had 
crossed the bridge, but during 
the night the Norwegians saw 
light moving near an illumin- 
ated UN. flag just past the no- 
rth end of tira bridge. 

"It looked as if three Pales- 
tinians were moving around 
with flashlights, just to let us 
know they are there,” the br- 
awny officer said. "We had ju- 
st taken over from the Swedi- 
sh soldiers, so whoever it is 
out there wants to see what 
we have done.” 

The Norwegians and their 


supplies were flown to Tel Aviv 
over the weekend in U.S. Air 
Force and West German trans- 
port planes. They began moving 
Into position today at this 
bridge and at the formerly Pal- 
estinian-held town of Ibl Al 
Saqi, about five miles east of 
here. 

The soldiers had one large 
tent to live in, and they were 
fighting the universal curse of 
the footsoldier-mud. 

The rain of the previous day 
had left blotchy puddles and 
the soldiers squatted on salva- 
ged door panels to brew cof- 
fee in canteen cups. A few ya- 
rds away tee Litani, brimful 
with the season’s rain, tumb- 
led toward the Mediterranean 
50 miles west.

The demonstrations in Tel Aviv over the weekend 
in which some 45,000 Israelis protested the hardline 
policies of Premier Menachem Begin are an interesting 
development, and possibly a harbinger of bigger things 
to come. What is obvious today inside Israel is that the 
country’s timespan of politico-psychological trends 
has been shortened. The invasion of southern 
Lebanon, which would have kept the Israelis happy 
for at least six months in days past, has now lost its 
emotional value, and is being questioned at the highest 
levels inside Israel. The rallying around Premier 
Begin, which would normally have exempted him from 
domestic attacks in order that' he may stare down the 
Americans at a time of obvious confrontation, lasted 
no more than a week. 

The demonstration in Tel Aviv - - doubly significant 
because it was organised by feserve army officers - - 
is an indication of a new mood of political divisiveness 
within Israel. While this would have been covered up 
before to present a united Israeli face to the world, 
today the cover-up becomes more difficult. It is more 
difficult for the present leadership -in Israel to expect 
the blind support of its citizenry when the citizenry 
can see quite plainly that the policies of its leaders are 
probably throwing away the most solid chance for 
true peace that Israel has ever stumbled into. One is 
tempted to look at Israel today and equate the situation 
with the United States in the mid-1960s, when an 
obdurate and maniacal government policy ' was 
gradually tempered and turned around by the force 
of grassroots protests similar to what took place In 
Tel Aviv this weekend. We may be dealing with a 
situation where if the leaders don’t change their 
policies the people will change their leaders. For when 
45,000 Israelis gather in the streets to say that 
occupied territories should be traded for real security, 
we may be seeing an internal political evolution in 
Israel and in Zionism that is unprecedented. It 
remains to be seen whether the old warriors of 
Zionism such as Menachem Begin and Moshe Dayan 
have the ability to survive such cataclysmic forces.

Commenting on Premier Mudar B&dran’s imminent visit to 
the Libyan Jamahiriyah (Tuesday) AL DUSTOUR Monday describ- 
ed the visit as a natural and healthy phenomenon in search of 
concerted Arab action and building bridges between different Arab 
regimes.

But if they turn out to be true, it would not be 
surprising that such differences of opinion could emerge over the 
adoption of the most advantageous manner of achieving the res- 
pective interests of the two countries which can, on no account, 
be in the interest of the people of this area... 

Mr. Hammad things that the overdramatisatJon of such re- 
ports stems from a chronic inferiority complex prevailing in the 
Arab World “that salvation comes from abroad, from a third party, 
to solve our problems, big and small." 

It is a serious mis conception, a sign ofimpotence, to hope 
that the solution of our problems will come at the hands of Ame- 
rica, because a foreign mediator looks to his own interest first

Central Bank approves establishment of new bank 


AMMAN, April 3 (JNA). — Jordan Central Bank today 
approved the establishment of a new bank in Jordan to 
be called the Arab Jordanian Investment Bank which 
will have a capital of five million dinars, a source at the 
Central Bank said here today. The new bank, with 40 
per cent Jordanian ownership, will make funds available 
for financing industrial and agricultural projects in Jor- 
dan. The Jordanian government owns part of the new 
bank’s capital through investment made by the Housing 
Bank and the Pension Fund. 


New trade agreement with Egypt approved 


AMMAN, April 3 (JNA). — A Royal decree was issued 
Sunday approving the protocol to the trade agreement 
recently concluded between Egypt and Jordan. The two 
countries agreed to increase the volume of exchanged 
trade to reach the $50m level with $25m allocated for 
each country. The new accord also provides for exempt- 
ing national products of duties and customs fees. The 
two sides agreed to encourage the holding of exhibitions 
in Jordan and Egypt with the aim of boosting trade. Ac- 
cording to the protocol supplement, Jordan will export 
to Egypt, among other things, leather worth $850,000 ; 
raw wool, $750,000 ; scrap iron, $2,300,000 ; scrap cop- 
per, $1,200,000 ; lead moulds, $750,000 ; woollen fabric 
$950,000; plastic granules, $500,000; and batteries, 
$500,000. Egypt will export to Jordan rice worth 
$6,000,000 ; agricultural produce, $500,000 ; raw cotton, 
$200,000 ; cotton yam, $500,000 ; and cotton fabrics, 
$1,000,000. Furthermore the commercial centres in Am- 
man and Cairo are each allowed to import goods and 
commodities worth $2,000,000.

AMMAN, April 3 (JT). — The Finance Department of 
Alia the Royal Jordanian Airline has finalised the ac- 
counts of the year 1977 which showed a net profit of 
JD 222,767 and reflected an increase of 22 per cent over 
last year.

Visiting British minister 
confers with Prince Hassan 
on development projects 

AMMAN, April 3 (JNA). — His Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan today met with Mr. John Tomlinson, MP, Parlia- 
mentary Under-Secretary at the British Ministry of 
Overseas Development and his accompanying delegation 
in the presence of British Ambassador John Moberiey 
and the embassy’s top officials. 

The Crown Prince outlined to the delegation the 
phased planning in Jordan to achieve a balanced re-dis- 
tribution of population in all parts of the Kingdom. An 
attempt is being made to shift population to areas in 
which big projects are located, in accordance with com- 
prehensive regional planning for the Kingdom to reduce 
pressure on the capital and facilite the provision of bet- 
ter services. 

Prince Hassan indicated that it is planned to pro- 
vide regi onaliz ed health and social services to a number 
of neighbouring villages. Work has already started in 
a pioneer scheme of this sort at the ’Allan centre, he 
said. 

Mr. Tomlinson who arrived here yesterday expres- 
seed particular interest in collective housing projects 
which Jordan is now implementing. He said that he had 
visited the Jordan Valley today and had a close look at 
the integrated development projects there, comprising 
housing, power, water, roads, schools building and 
health services. 

He stressed that regional planning is the sound way 
to achieve a just distribution of national income.

There will eventually be ab- 
out 90 moulding tables in the 
factory. Plant Manager Dawani 
said. Each will have its own 
hydraulic jack to lift it into a 
vertical position to allow the 
set concrete panel to be hois- 
ted out. All operations on an 
individual panel are done at 
one work station, eliminating 
the need for a conveyor belt 
system.

The factory itself will even- 
tually cover an area of 60,000 
square metres, four times its 
present size. 

Mr. Farah estimates the cost 
of construction of the factory 
at JD 2.7 million. Finance for 
this came in part from the 
Industrial Development Bank 
of Jordan, and partly from 
Citibank. With an average price 
of JD 25 per square metre of 
panel, the annual turnover of 
the factory is expected to be 
around JD 5 million.

“These capitalist states are

Dollar takes dive 


TOKYO, April 3 (R). — The 
U.S. dollar dived yet again 
on the Tokyo Foreign Exchange 
Market today, and Japanese 
Prime Minister Takeo Fukuda 
blamed the latest record U.S. 
trade deficit. 

The dollar dipped to a post- 
war record low rate of 218 yen 
from Fridays close of 223.40 
when a record U.S. monthly 
trade deficit of $4.52 billion 
was announced for February. 

Mr. Fukuda told the Upper 
House Budget Committee he 
would ask President Carter to 
take immediate steps to help 
stop the dollar's slide on in- 
ternational money markets. 

A further blow for the dol- 
lar was the announcement that 
Japan’s external reserves re- 
ached a record $29.2 billion 
dollars at the end of last mon- 
th. 

The figure, announced by the 
Finance Ministry after the clo- 
se of trading, compares with 
the previous month’s record 


of $24.19 billion. It was expec- 
ted to push up the yen’s value 
overseas and increase the 
pressure on the dollar in Tok- 
yo tomorrow. 

Mr. Fukuda said the dol- 
lar’s fall below last Wednes- 
day’s previous low point of 
220.70 yen was caused by the 
weakness of the U.S. currency, 
not by the strength of the 
yen. 

The dollar opened at 220, 
compared with 223.40 at Fri- 
day’s close. 

It slumped almost immedia- 
tely to 218 following dollar sel- 
ling pressure from foreign ba- 
nks to buy yen for overseas 
centres. It fluctuated during 
the day and closed at 218.20 
yen. 

The Bank of Japan, which 
last month bought an estimat- 
ed $4 billion to $4.5 billion in 
Tokyo to defend the dollar, 
did not intervene today, deal- 
ers said. A total of $425 mil- 
lion phawgwi hands jn active 
trading.

Survey (MEES), published in 
Nicosia said today that Nige- 
ria, Algeria and the Libyan 
Jamahiriyah had decided to re- 
duce most of their crude oil 
prices for the second quarter 
of this year because of rising 
competition from North Sea 
oil.

It said Algeria had decided 
on a 15 cent reduction and 
Nigeria on between 21 and 23 
cents.

The Journalists say their 
pay has fa llen in recent ye- 
ars some 50 per cent be- 
hind in other profes- 

sions, but the newspaper 
publishers say they cannot 
afford the increases deman- 
ded. 

Journalists e mp loyed on 
evmlng and Hght shifts 
work a 24-hour week while 
those on day shifts work a 
standard 28-hour week. But 
their take-home pay is 60 
to 70 per cent higher than 
their basic salaries through 
overtime and other fringe 
benefits.

Britain starts powering 
telephones with sunshine 


By Dennot McKeone 

LONDON, (LPS) — Sun pow- 
ered telephones are now com- 
ing into service. They show 
that (me of the most effective 
uses of solar energy is for pr- 
oducing small electric currents 
in remote or otherwise diffic- 
ult places. 

The British Post Office is al- 
ready using solar cells for th- 
is purpose and recently anno- 
unced that for the past two 
years a warden’s post in a 
remote part of a bird sanc- 
tuary in Fn gTwnd ha<t 
using solar energy to power 
its telephone link. 

For offshore Islands 

The Post Office, which is 
Britain’s telephone authority, 
was clearly thinking of thou- 
sands of offshore islands in 
Shetland, Orkney and the He- 
brides as well as bird sanc- 
tuaries when it undertook to 
carry out the experiment 
These islands are often conne- 
cted to the mainland or to 
a larger island nearby a very 
high- frequency (VHF) radio 
link. The transmitter and re- 
ceiver must both be supplied 
with pcwer, and where the 
local generation of electricity 
presents problems solar ene- 


rgy may weB be the answer. 

For the Post Office the ma- 
in advantage of this type of 
installation is convenience. A 
VHF link might cost about 
£4,000 to install, and it must 
be inspected by a qualified 
engineer perhaps every three 
weeks. But using a solar po- 
wer supply to charge up the 
unit’s battery between calls it 
has been found that the freq- 
uency of the inspections can 
be reduced to one every three 
months. 

And of course there is the 
added advantage that the su- 
nshine itself costs nothing. 

At the Blakeney Point bird 
sanctuary in Norfolk, eastern 
England, the cells have been 
mounted on a 30 foot (9m.) 
high mast to ensure that the 
conversion cements in the ce- 
lls are not cut off from the 
sun by the shadows of trees 
and buildings. 

From this vantage point It 
was possible to keep the bat- 
teries charged throu^iout two 
British winters and summers 
- - quite a feat, since Britain 
is by no means the sunniest 
country in the world.

VIENNA, (R). — Two promi- 
nent Austrians, Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky and United 
Nations Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim, have been 
squabbling publicly over U.N. 
peace-keeping operations. 

Dr. Waldheim turned first 
to his own country and Swe- 
den when the UX decided 
to rush a 4, 000-man force' to 
southern Lebanon. The Swedes 
agreed promptly, but the Au- 
strians delayed. 

Faced with a list of con- 
ditions set by Dr. Kreisky. 
the secretary general cancel- 
led the request- With Sweden, 
Iran, France and. Norway rea- 
dy to send troops, the Aust- 
rians were no longer needed, 
he said. 

Austrian diplomats were in- 
furiated by the brush-off. They 
were angered also when Dr. 
Waldheim was quoted by a 
Vienna newspaper as saying 
that Austria's hesitation caus- 
ed “surprise and astonishme- 
nt” among U.S. delegates. 

Both Dr. Waldheim and Dr. 
Kreisky were forced into a 
defensive position as foe inci- 
dent quickly developed into 
an open row between Vienna 
and U.N. headquarters. 


Prestige 

The chancellor responded 
sharply when Dr. Waldheim 
said he had only tried to help 
Austria more internation- 
al prestige. 

“Austria has already won 
enough prestige through its 
UJ4. activities. We don't need 
any more,” Dr. Kreisky said. 

The Vienna government in- 
sisted it would allow troops 
to be diverted to Lebanon 
only when a ceasefire bad 
become fully effective, and 
only If all parties conc erned 
-- Israel, Lebanon, and the 
Palestinians -- agreed to the 
U.N. presence. 

Meanwhile, the 200 Austri- 
ans Dr. Waldheim had tried 
to move stayed on guard duty 
in foe Golan Heights buffer 
zone between Israeli and Sy- 
rian forces, where Austrian 
units have been stationed si- 
nce 1974. 

Ten days after the U.N. re- 
quest, Dr. Kreisky said his 
conditions for moving the Au- 
strian soldiers into Lebanon 
bad still not been fulfilled. Dr. 
Waldheim backtracked by sa- 
ying foe Austrians were still 
wanted, and that Vienna’s 
conditions had been fully 
met.

The chancellor Insisted he 
would make no request tor 
parliamentary approval for the 
transfer of troops until he 
was sure foe men would be 
safe 

“Who will guarantee that 
our soldiers won’t be shot 
down like hares?” he asked. 

Dr. Kreisky said Austria 
had shown Its devotion to in- 
ternational peace-keeping by 
assigning 9,000 troops to UJf. 
peace missions in the Congo 
(re-named Zaire), Cyprus and 
the Middle East since 1960. 
Eight hundred are stOl cm 
UJN. duty. 

The peace-keeping row op- 
ened up another issue on 
which both Dr. Kreisky and 
Dr. Waldheim are sensitive: 
the future of an elaborate fo- 
ur-tower “U.N. city” complex 
which Austria Is building alo- 
ngside the Danube river for 
use by the United Nations. 

Austria has spent 13 billion 
schillings ($870 m.) in efforts 
to woo U.N. specialised units 
away from New York and Ge- 
neva, and foe first U.N. offi- 
cials will move In later this 
year. 

Dr. Wal dhehn hint given the 
project full support, resulting 


in criticisms from some UJN. 
members that he was acting 
in a partisan fashion to push 
Austrian interests. 

Full support 

In u interview with the 
leading Vienna daily Die Pre- 
sse. Dr. Waldheim noted drily 
that he was having trouble 
persuading some U.N. diplo- 
mats to move to Vienna. “The 
-city,” he said, “is apparently 
not as attractive as we think." 
Dr. Waldheim said he would 
continue to support Vienna 
as a third U.N. headquarters 
city, but noted pointedly: "If 
one wants UJ4. cooperation, 
one must also help the UN. 
in critical tunes.” 

Dr. Kreisky answered the 
rebuke immediately. Tm not 
looking for any trade-off. We 
are making U.N. city avail- 
able to foe U.N. free of char- 
ge. That is a ' very generous 
offer. Any linkage would be 
due only to misunderstand- 
ings." 

The chancellor, 67. a socia- 
list, and Dr. Waldheim, 59, a 
conservative who in 1971 was 
defeated in a bid to become 
Austria's president, are the 
country’s best-known political 
personalities. Both are former 
diplomats.

— President Spyros Kyp- 
rianou urged Greek Cypriots 
today not to give vent to anti- 
American feelings fallowing 
the U.S. decision to seek an 
end to the three-year-old arms 
embargo against Turkey. 

“Absolute coolness is impe- 
rative to face the issue,” Mr. 
Kyprianou said in a written 
statement. 

“An anti-American feeling 
must not be created under any 
circumstances, because despite 
our differences with the U.S. 
government, it must not be for- 
gotten that the great majority 
of the American people have 
friendly feelings toward Cyprus. 
On the other hand we continue 
to base strong hopes on the 
American Congress,” said Mr. 
Kyprianou, leader of the Gre- 
ek community on the divided 
island. 

The statement followed a st- 


rong protest by Foreign Mi- 
nister Nicos Rolandis to the 
U.S. charge d'affaires here over 
the weekend. 

Mr, Rolandis told reporters 
the lifting of the embargo “will 
have disastrous consequences 
and will make Turkey more in- 
transigent than ever,” in its 
handling of the Cyprus prob- 
lem. 

Mr. Rolandis added the lift- 
ing of the embargo, which rou- 
st first be endorsed by the 
-U.S. Congress, would be tanta- 
mount to rewarding Turkey for 
its 1974 invasion of Cyprus and 
its continuing occupation of 
nearly 40 per cent of the is- 
land’s territory.

Communication with Third 
World is hampered by village 
concept of “oneness” in life

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (F.T.) 
— Women should not cat bi- 
rds. If they do, they will go 
from husband to husband like 
birds from tree to tree. If ch- 
ildren eat eggs, they will be- 
come bald as adults. Utter ba- 
lderdash, says the rationalist. 
But wait a minute, says And- 
reas Fugles ang, an applied 
communications worker in the 
field of village development 
discussing his experiences in 
his book "Doing tnmgs”. Pub- 
lished by the Dag Hammarsk- 
jold Foundation, Uppsala, Sw- 
eden, the nonsense turns Into 
sense when you understand 
the premises behind the think- 
ing of these village people. 

Fugiesang. who has worked 
in many African countries and 
has just completed writing 
his observations on an App- 
ropriate Technology Workshop 
held in Papua, New Guinea, 
says that In his experience vi- 
llagers are not in the habit of 
thinking in terms of casual 
relationships. - 

They can do so if they wa- 
nt to and pick it up quickly 
when taught, but they have 
another perception of the wor- 
ld and its interrelatedness wh- 
ich poets like William Blake 
and philosophers like Meister 
Eckhart have been witnesses 
to. 

"Another Development” 

It is the vision of oneness, 
once the preoccupation of po- 
ets and mystics but now also 
the concern of environmental- 
ists and ecologists and, to 
judge from Fuglesang's rem- 
arks, an important factor in 
working out a new approach 
to development. The new ap- 
proach has come to be known 
as “Another Development’ 
and is being pursued by the 
Dag Hammarskjold Foundation 
iesweden, for which Andreas 
Fugles ang has been doing a 
lot of thinking. 

In his own field of commu- 
nications he says he finds too 
much emphasis on media and

its effects inspired by a mani- 
pulative outlook and not eno- 
ugh on the social function 
and the psychology of commu- 
nication. He would like com- 
munication studies to lead to 
h uman participation and not 
human manipulation. • 

Failures In the approach to 
development in me Third 
World have often, been due to 
ignoring the social and psy- 
chological motives governing 
the behaviour of people con- 
cerned. It is interesting; to see 
how even a sympathetic wor- 
ker in this field gets trapped 
in his own concepts when try- 
ing to explain the phenomena 
he comes across. 

Real spirits 

Here is Fugiesang at work: 
“We should be very careful 
not to use the world ‘magic’ 
in a derogatory sense. Howev- 
er) experience will probably 
in the lone run confirm that 
this approach does not have 
very good effects in man’s 
attempts to control his reality 
and the supernatural. There 
my language traps me againl 
There is nothing supernatural 
in the illiterate villager's wo- 
rld of 'oneness*. The spirits 
are as real as the rocks and 
trees. This way of perceiving 
realitv should not be called 
primitive nor is It Inferior.” 

This is very different to 
what anthropologists used to 
say at the beginning of this 
century. Some of them even 
coined the term “primitive 
mentality" and the less offen- 
sive “pre-logical mentality" to 
describe the thinking process 
of people in .developing co- 
untries, who they called “na- 
tives”. In fact “How Natives 
Think" was the tide of Levy- 
Bruhl’s seminal work publish- 
ed fti 1910, though Levy-Bruhl 


was oerdptent enough to ca- 
ution his audiences not to be 
misled by the terms. Pre-lo- 
gical thinking, he said, was 
not confined to the illiterate, 
it was another way of think- 
ing about reality. 

Tragic loss 

This hi effect, is what Fu- 
glesaner is saying today. He 
goes further “To have no 
perception iff the ‘oneness" of 
the world is not a psycholo- 
gical advantage It is a tragic 
loss, a price which the Wes- 
tern civilisations have had to 
pay. The invention of the di- 
chotomy and the negation was 
the basis for what we usually 
called progress. To make the 
twoness* of the world bear- 
able, we also had to invent 
eternity. That concept resur- 
rects the 'oneness* of the 
world.” 

But how does the eating of 
birds and eggs help women 
to be sexually free and cause 
children to grow bald? The 
theory apparently is that like 
Influences like. Birds fly from 
tree to tree and eggs are bald, 
and to consume such hens 
would pass on their properti- 
es. 

This type of thinking has 
certain i nh ibi tin g features for 
workers in the field of comm- 
unication. They are unable to 
get across their 
because it involves the break- 
ing down of a way of thought 
and, worse, a way of life wh- 
ich has sustained and amtri- 
shed these peoples from fines 
immemorial 

"When the farmer tills his 
lands,” savs Fugiesang, “and 
the woman hoes her garden, 
they are not merely doing 
that, they are really perform- 
ing sacred acts. People*# 
uage and attitudes to talk and 


the use of words and names 
reflect this fact” 

Undivided world 

To many millions. It Is an 
undivided world. There is no 
separation of sacred from pro- 
fane or the spiritual from the 
practical. For many villagers 
there is no difference between 
the name of the thing and the 
thing itself. That is why they 
treat words and objects with 
greater reverence than people 
from industrialised countries. 

But the world of Western 
man, his language and culture, 
is based on a “twoness” says 
Fugiesang. Such a view Is of 
no use to the illiterate villa- 
ger at this stage. Tf he were 
to use it. It would mean he 
would ■ have to lose faith in 
the “oneness” of his world. 

“But why” asks Fugiesang, 
“should we expect the illite- 
rate villager to adjust to the 
way of thinking of the edu- 
cated man? Why rniitif he al- 
ter his perceptions of the wo- 
rld in order to understand 
‘us*? Is there nothing for ns 
to learn from him? Is deve- 
lopment a one-sided process 
of duplication?, or could it be 
a process in which both cul- 
tural oarties achieve a richer 
and better quality of life?” 

These questions help to put 
the matter of development 'in 
another perspective or as the 
term for it goes. Another De- 
velopment 

If development is going to 
be a two-v^Hr process, it win 
also have to free itself from 
the stigma “under-developme- 
nf that is now attached to 
the Third World. 

Perhaps it will also help 
' the communicators to go back 
home and- get closer to Will- 
iam Blake for that ma tter 
Meister Eckhart and in the 
process restore the physical 
and mental equilibriums now 
ruined by “commerce settling 
ou every tree”.
